— ODR POLICY IN THE CONFLICT HAS BEEN NOT TO TAKE SIDES, TO

— WE SUPPORT THE TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF BOTH IRAN AND IRAQ 
AND WANT TO FORESTALL DEVELOPMENTS THAT OPEN THE AREA TO EXTERNAL 
THREATS AND MANIPULATION. WE ARE PARTICULARLY CONCERNED WITH ANY 
MOVE THAT WOULD FURTHER WEAKEN IRAN'S ABILITY TO RESIST SOVIET 

ADVENTURISM. THIS WOULD DIRECTLY INCREASE INSTABILITY AND DANGERS 
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TO ALL IN THE GULF. 

~ WE SEE BOTH IRAN AND IRAQ AS HAVING IMPORTANT ROLES TO PLAY 
IN A STABLE AND SECURE GOLF. THIS WILL BE ASSURED ONLY IF WE 
ARE ABLE TO REACH AN EARLY AND NEGOTIATED END TO THE CONFLICT. 
TO THIS END, WE HAVE SUPPORTED CREDIBLE INTERNATIONAL INITIATIVES, 

— THE U.S. WILL CONTINUE ITS POLICY OF NOT SELLING DEFENSE 
ARTICLES AND SERVICES TO IRAQ AND IRAN. WE CONTINUE TO DENY ALL 
REQUESTS FOR USG APPROVAL TO TRANSFER TO EITHER IRAQ OR IRAN 
MILITARY EQUIPMENT MANUFACTURED ABROAD UNDER U.S. LICENSE. 

— WE WELCOME THE POSITION OF THE PRC TO MAINTAIN NEUTRALITY IN 
THE IRAN/IRAQ WAR, AND URGE THE PRC TO EXERCISE SIMILAR RESTRAINT 
IN PROVIDING ITEMS TO EITHER SIDE WHICH COULD PROLONG OR EXPAND 
THE WAR. 
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
